Chicago, March 13.—Negotia- 
tions under way are reported to 
involve an intended merger of 
the Chicago Yellow Cab Company. 
the Parmalee Transfer Company 
of Chicago and the Yellow Cab 
Taxi Corporation of New York, 
with a possible working agree- 
ment with the Checker Cab Man- 
ufacturing Company. 

Although Charles A. McCulloch,

Trade Mark Co-operation 


NE piece of work recently concluded by the Pan- 
QO American Trade-Mark Conference is of vital interest 
to American manufacturers who are endeavoring to develop 
the rich export field. Before its adjournment the conference 
signed a treaty, which will be submitted to all North, Central 
and South American governments for ratification, a formal- 
itv which will undoubtedly be carried out by these authorities. 

Under the terms of the treaty citizens of the contracting 
countries will have the same rights in the foreign lands as 
those countries give to their own citizens in the protection 
of manufacturing, commercial or agricultural trade marks 
and of commercial names. Provision is made for the estab- 
lishment of an inter-American bureau at Havana, Cuba. 
through which registration of marks and commercial names 
in the different countries will be made. The conference also 
adopted a resolution calling on the Pan-American Union to 
bring to the attention of the various American governments 
the need for a conference looking to the drafting of a treaty 
for the protection of patents. 

This whole question of the standing of trade marks. 
commercial names and patents in foreign countries has 
long been a sore spot in international business. Com- 
panies desiring to enter a particular export field have 
found that some foresighted citizen of the foreign land 
had taken the dubiously honest precaution of register- 

ing their trade marks, commercial] names or annexing 
their patents.

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‘Stromberg Now 
Definitely Allied 
With Air Industry 


New York, March 13.—With the 
addition to its board of directors 
of leaders in the airplane indus- 
try, C. M. Keys of Curtiss Aero- 
plane and Motor Company and 
R. F. Hoyt of Wright Aeronau- 
tical Corporation, Stromberg Car- 
buretor has become definitely al- 
lied with the airplane accessory 
business. 

The company has developed a line | 
of aircraft carburetors in close as- | 
tociation with aircraft manufactur- 
ers Over the past several years. At 
present it is manufacturing a great | 
percentage of all carburetors used | 
on American-made aircraft. 

Leading aircraft engine manufac- 
turers are understood to have pur- 
chased a substantial interest in 
Stromberg and while it is not pro- 
posed to alter materially the char- 
acter of the company’s output, it 1s 

expected that this interest will re- | 
sult in closer co-operation to Insure 
further development of the com- 
pany’s product as a source of sup- 
ply for aircraft. 

During the past year or so, com- 
pany liquidated various lines of mo- 
tor accessories and more firmly in- 
trenched itself as a producer of car- 
buretors. Its plants have an an- 
nual capacity of between 1,200,000 
and 1,500,000 automobile carburetors 
and 25.000 airplane carburetors. 

Under the new line-up the com- 
pany will also continue to develop its 
automobile carburetor business as the 
most important part of its activities 
It has important contracts this year 
with Chrysler, Dodge and Stude- 
baker as well as other large automo- 
bile manufacturers. About 75 per 
cent. of its output goes direct to au- 
tomobile manufacturers and the re- 
maining 25 per cent. is sold to deal- 
ers for retail trade.
